You immediately walke'd up to me and handed me a business card and said, "This is the number of the person 
I was with this'morning. He said if you have a problem with trie 1 being late' you can call him!" You were not only disrespectful to me, but you beh,ayed in 
a manner that was disrespectful to the whole Signal Detachment, who were all NCOs.Your peers also commented on your disrespectful behavior and 
could not understand why an SGT promotable would act in such a way. This is not the first time you have been disrespectful to a Senior NCO. Your • 1 
inability to communicate in a professional and respectful manner with ybur leadership will not be tolerated. Within the past month you have demonstrated 
that you lack the competence and discipline to be a Non-commissioned Officer. You do not possess or adhere to any of the Army Values; Loyalty, 
Duty, Respect, Selfless Service, Honor, Integrity^ and Personal Courage. These' values will -not only make you successful in the Army, but in everyday 
ife. This is your third negative counseling statement in less than 2 weeks and you have also been verbally counseled several times. 



SGT Meek your actions are in violations of the Uniform Code of Military Justice (UCMJ). If such type misbehavior continues it could result in 
judicial punishment or non-judicial punishment under Article 1 5 of the UCMJ adverse administrative personnel actions. Potential adverse actions 
may include: written or oral reprimands, a bar to reenlistment, extra training, suspension or revocation of your security clearance, and 
involuntary separation under AR 635-200, Chapter 13, Unsatisfactory Performance or Chapter 14, Misconduct. The impact of adverse separation 
can be severe depending upon the type of discharge you receive. If a dishonorable discharge is granted it deprives you as a soldier of all 
veteran's benefits and deprive you of your civil rights.

1 . Previously, Jerrald Meek and Trudy Meek (hereinafter "Defendants") have made 
informal requests on at least four occasions for the release of the hereinbelow-referenced 
information. Recently, 1SG Raymond Henselder expressed to Defendants a willingness to sign a 
notarized affidavit for defendants, however it seems that the affidavit was held up at JAG. 

2. THEREFORE, Defendants hereby formally request, IAW 32 C.F.R. § 516.41(d), that 
MAJ John Bishop, and 1SG Raymond Henselder (hereinafter "Witnesses") either: 

(a) Voluntarily accept service of process, or 

(b) provide notice to Defendants that service of process has been refused, IAW 32 
C.F.R. § 516.10(d). 

3. If service of process is refused, then Defendants request that Witnesses provide 
Defendants either (i) notarized affidavits, or (ii) an unsworn declaration under penalty of perjury 
IAW 32 C.F.R. § 516.26 testifying to the requested information. Such affidavits, or statements 
should be provided no later than July 1 , 2009 and should be sufficient for entry into evidence at 
trial IAW Rules 804(b)(5), and 902 of the N.C. Rules of Evidence (N.C.G.S. Chapter 8C). 

4. IAW 32 C.F.R. § 516.41(d), the nature of the information sought is disclosed as listed: 

Inc. regarding an alleged debt owed by Defendants? 
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(b) On or about February 25, 2009 did Little & Young Realtors, Inc. inform you that 
Defendants had vacated the property located at 840 Muskegon Drive, leaving the 
premises in a dirty and insect infested condition? 

(c) On or about February 25, 2009 did Little & Young Realtors, Inc. inform you that 
Defendants had caused damage to the property located at 840 Muskegon Drive? 
Did they tell you how much damage? 

(d) On or about February 25, 2009 did Little & Young Realtors, Inc. inform you that 
Defendants were being sued for damages and attorney fees? How much? 

(e) On or about February 25, 2009 did Little & Young Realtors, Inc. inform you that 
Defendants owed them money for unpaid rent? 

(f) On or about February 25, 2009 did Little & Young Realtors, Inc. inform you that 
you were to be subpoenaed to testify against Defendants? What facts were you 
expected to testify to? 

(g) Subsequent to the initial contact by Little & Young Realtors, Inc., were you 
contacted again? 

(h) Did Little & Young Realtors, Inc. send to you any photographs or documents? 
Please produce and/or describe the contents of such materials? 

5. IAW 32 C.F.R. § 516.41(d), the relevance of the information sought is disclosed as 
listed: 

(a) Defendants intend to prove that by contacting Jerrald Meek's employer, Little & 
Young Realtors, Inc. violated Article 2 of Chapter 75 of the N.C. General 
Statutes. Such conduct is consistent with Defendants claim that Plaintiffs are 
exaggerating their claims in retaliation for the Judgment that Defendants 
previously obtained against Little & Young Realtors, Inc. for violations of the 
Residential Rental Agreements Act (codified in N.C.G.S. Chapter 42). 

(b) Defendants intend to show that Little & Young Realtors, Inc. told Mr. Meek's 
employer that the alleged property damages were valued at more than double the 
amount that Little & Young Realtors, Inc. were actually claiming. 

(c) Defendants intend to show that Little & Young Realtors, Inc. told Mr. Meek's 
employer that Mr. Meek was being sued for unpaid rent, when Little & Young 
Realtors, Inc. had already collected payment of the allegedly unpaid rent. 

(d) Defendants intend to show that on February 25, 2009 Mr. Meek contacted the 
office of the attorney representing Little & Young Realtors, Inc., who 
subsequently advised Little & Young Realtors, Inc. that they should not make 
further contact to Defendant's employer. However, Little & Young Realtors, Inc. 
did ignore the advice of their own counsel and make additional contact(s) to Mr. 
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Meek's employer. This conduct is consistent with Defendants claim that 
Plaintiffs are exaggerating their claims as a form of retaliation. 

(e) Defendants intend to support their previously raised argument, that Plaintiffs have 
intentionally impairing and/or delaying Defendants' right to discovery. 
Defendants intend to show that on March 6, 2009 Plaintiffs moved for, and 
received a 30 day extension to respond to Defendants' discovery requests on the 
grounds that it was impossible for Plaintiffs to produce the requested materials. 
However, in the last week of February, 2009 the exact information sought by 
Defendants had already been produced for Mr. Meek's employer. 

6. Should Witnesses refuse service of process, and refuse to voluntarily provide affidavits or 
unsworn declarations which might be entered into evidence instead of personal testimony, then 
Defendants shall consider all administrative remedies exhausted, and initiate a civil action in 
Federal Court against the United States Army for the purpose of compelling discovery.

In order to process your request, we need more information describing Little & Young Realtors, Inc., 
affiliation with the Department of the Army. Broad requests that include the Department of Army must 
address specific offices or divisions. If you can clarify your request to identify the proponent activity for the 
information, you may wish to make your request directly to the relevant activity if you know it, or you may 
submit another request to this office. Two emails from this office were sent to you requesting you to 
include more information (Location) in your request. You mention Germany, and HSC 3 Battalion 3 
Special Forces Group (Airborne) Pending further information from you, this request is administratively 
closed.

This is a request under the Freedom of Information Act (5 U.S.C. 552). 

Previously I have requested that a copy of any email correspondence between Little & 
Young Realtors, Inc. and 1 SG Raymond Henselder, former Company First Sergeant HSC 3 
Battalion 3 Special Forces Group (Airborne). I received emails from Geraldine Yates on 14Jul09 
and 16Jul09 requesting additional information. The 14Jul09 email references an email from 
29Jun09, however I have no record of such an email. 

The information provided in the original request should have been sufficient. I am 
looking for copies of any email(s): 

(1) That were received by 1SG Raymond Henselder from any agent or employee of 
Little & Young Realtors. 

(2) The sender of such email(s) would most likely be Rebecca Ross. 

(3) The relevant email(s) would most likely have been sent in late February or early 
March 2009. 

(4) I am requesting a search of any government email accounts belonging to 1 SG 
Raymond Henselder. 

Subject to your request I can provide the following additional information: 

(1) 1SG Raymond Henselder was, at the time in question, the Company First Sergeant of 
HSC 3BN 3SFG(A), Ft. Bragg, NC 283 1 1 . 

(2) Little & Young Realtors, Inc. has no known relationship directly with the United 
States Army. 

(3) Little & Young Realtors, Inc. was the property manager of a residential property that 
I formerly rented. During my tenancy I filed a civil action against Little & Young 
Realtors, Inc. for violation of the implied warranty of habitability (pursuant to 
N.C.G.S. § 42-42). Subsequently Little & Young Realtors, Inc. filed an eviction 
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action against me, I counterclaimed for retaliatory eviction (pursuant to N.C.G.S. § 
42-37.1). 

(4) In late February 2009 Little & Young Realtors, Inc. contacted my commander and 
first sergeant, making defamatory statements to them about the two pending 
litigations. Little & Young Realtors, Inc. also informed my commander and first 
sergeant that they would be subpoenaed to testify against me. Little & Young 
Realtors, Inc. further used my chain of command to elicit information from me which 
would normally be privileged under work product doctrine. 

(5) In late February or early March 2009, subsequent to an agreement that Little & 
Young Realtors would stop communicating with my chain of command, Little & 
Young Realtors, Inc. emailed defamatory information to my chain of command. 
Unfortunately, 1SG Henselder told me he had deleted the email. 

(6) In March 2009, a Superior Court Judge issued a protective order forbidding further 



1SG Henselder is no longer assigned to Ft. Bragg. I am asking that any server records for 
any government email account of 1 SG Henselder be searched for a copy of any correspondence 
from Little & Young Realtors, Inc. I believe this information may be useful to prove retaliatory 
conduct, violation of the North Carolina Fair Debt Collection Practices Act, and violation of the 
Federal Fair Debt Collection Practices Act. 

In order to help you determine my status for the purpose of assessing fees, you should 
know that I am an individual seeking information for personal use (as a defendant in a property 
damages lawsuit) and not for a commercial use. 

I am willing to pay fees for this request up to a maximum of $200.00. If you estimate that 
the fees will exceed this limit, please inform me first. 

I also include a telephone number at which I can be contacted if necessary to discuss any 
aspect of my request.
